Washington, April 21.—While Congress is debating the 


situation, President Wilson has ordered Hear Admiral Fletcher to seize 
the Vera Cruz customs house and prevent Huerta from getting several 
million rounds of ammunition and two hundred field guns on a Ger« 
man steamer bound for that port. 


The orders went out from Washington early today when it became 


apparent that the delay in congress was accruing to the advantage of 
Huerta. At noon the cabinet was in session and so far as was known 
no word had been received 
from Admiral Fletcher of

action. 


The orders, officials said, left to the admiral's discretion when and 
how to act.

1 Wisdom from 


Washington 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. April 21.—[Special.]— 


Histo.'.v is repeating itself, according 
to the view of men m the war depart- 
ment, in connection with the Mexican 
trouble. 
It caii be found from tbe 


story of the Mexican war and the 
events leading up to it that tbe people 
of the United States suffered a great 
many indignities before war was final- 
ly dei-lured with Mexico back iu the 
forties. 
But nearly everybody is still 


hoping that whatever may he the re- 
sult of Ae present naval demonstra- 
tion on the coast of Mexico it will not 
mean serious war. 


"One reason why I do not want to 


see intervention in Mexico,'" remarked 
Senator Elibu Root of New York, "is 
because we will rob them of their ter- 
ritory if we intervene." 


Senator Root probably takes his view 


from the fact that most people believe 
that a large portion of Mexico, at least 
the northern half, would be much bet- 
ter governed under the United States 
than if left under the control of Mexi- 
co. Senator Root while secretary of 
war and afterward as secretary of 
state had a great deal to do with man- 
aging new peoples that came under our 
flag. 


THa Facetious Viewpoint. 


"We ought not to start this trouble 


with Mexico just as the baseball sea- 
son opens," was tbe remark of a face- 
tiously inclined member of congress. 
Even at that it is doubtful if the situa- 
tion in Mexico will keep many men 
from tbe baseball games, and we may 
look forward to seeing the quorum dis- 
appear about tbe time the grand stand 
is filling when the Washington team Is 
playing nt home. 
There are many

Priest was starting out to feed his 


stock at 5 o'clock Tuesday morniiif, 
when he 
saw the 
Simpson 
team 


standing by the roadside hitched to 
the overturned wagon. 
As he ap- 


proached he saw a hand of the deai 
man projecting 
from 
under 
the 


enormous weight of the feed sacks. 


Neighbors 
were hurriedly sum- 


moned and after considerable work 
the wagon and sacks were moved suf- 
ficiently to permit the release of Mr. 
Simpson's Ibody. The county coroner 
was notified and the body was dr- 
dered taken to the home, two miles 
east of Hanover on 
the 
Newark- 


Zanesville road. 


Mr. Simpson had been in Newark 


purchasing the wagon load of mill- 
ing. 
He started for home late in the 


evening, and persons in Hanover saw 
him driving through the village about 
8 o'clock. It is presumed the acci- 
dent occurred between 8 and 9 o'clock, 
and it is regarded as remarkable that 
it was not discovered before morning, 
as the highway is frequently traveled. 


Heavy clouds caused Monday night 


to .be very dark. The road at the 
point where the 
accident occurred 


had been graded 
for 
piking, 
but 


could not .be completed last fall ou 
account of weather conditions. It is 
the general opinion that in the dark 
Mr. Simpson believed he was in the 
roadway. The wagon grazed the edge 


of the four-foot 
embankment, 
the 


dirt irave way, and the heavy vehicle 
turned completely over 
before 
the 


driver could extricate himself. 


it is possible that the heavy weight 


of the wagon and grain caused in- 
juries 
which brought unconscious- 


nei-'s almost instantly. Persons who 
wore first to reach the scene declare 
it would have been impossible for the 
man to extricate himself 
from 
his 


position 
without 
assistance. 
The 


horses remained standing, all night, 
hitched to the wagon. 


Mr. Simpson had been a resident of 


the neighborhood east of 
Hanover 


for many years, and was well known 
over the county. 
He Is survived by 


the widow, nine daughters and 
two 


sons, the latter James and Carl Simp- 
son, 
living in Newark. 


Funeral arrangements will be made 


by the family later.

He was 
still In his 'teens when he set out on 
his first long expedition,

over a thousand miles from Wiscon- 
sin to Florida. From there he went 
to Cuba, and thence sailed to Califor- 
nia. 
Arriving at San Francisco, he 


wasted no time in the city, but im- 
mediately struck 
out on "shanks 


mares" for 
the 
mountains. 
He 


wandered 
through the ^an Joaquin 


and Yosemite ^alleys, then almost un- 
inhabited, and over the 
mountains, 


going where no white man had ever 
set foot, and discovering in the Si- 
erras many glaciers 
previously un- 


known. Later he turned his attention 
to the deserts of Arizona 
and 
the 


frozen wastes of Alaska, and in th<> 
latter country discovered 
America's 


largest glacier, which has been named 
in his honor. In Arizona he discov- 
ered petrlfie'd forests and many other 
wonders of nature. 
He guided Col. 


Roosevelt through the Yosemite and 
the Sierras, and he has received hon- 
orary degrees from Harvard, 
the 


University of Wisconsin, and other in- 
stitutions. Great universities made 
him flattering offers to join their 
faculties, but the old explorer always 
refused to be divorced from his first 
love. 


"There are too many men teaching 


things they got out of books," Murr 
once said, "and not enough original 
investigators to write new books." 


"People talk about creation," the 


venerable naturalist remarked on an- 
other occasion, "as something remote 
and completed, as if it were attended 
to a long time ago and finished at 
the time. But creation was not an act, 
it is a process, and it is going on to- 
day as much as it ever was." 


One of the great benefactors of hu- 


manity, Prof. Adolf Lorenz, the Aus- 
trian surgeon who fathered the sys- 
tem of "bloodless- operations," was 
born in Silesia sixty years ago today.

effected the cure of hip deformities 
and all form of club foot, 
without 


bone resections. He also taught the 
cure of congenital dislocation of the 
hip joints toy reducing the dislocated 
head of the femur without 
opening 


the joint or deepening 
the socket.

America and effected many remark- 
able Cures.

History is repeating itself, according 
to the view of men in the war depart- 
ment, in connection with the Mexican 
trouble.

many indignities before war was final- 
ly declared with Mexico back in the 
forties. 
But nearly everybody is still 


hoping that whatever may be the re- 
sult of »e present naval demonstra- 
tion on the coast of Mexico it will not 
mean serious war. 


"One reason why I do not want to 


see intervention in Me- .co," remarked 
Senator Elibu Root of New York, -'is 
because we will rob them of their ter- 
ritory if we intervene." 


Senator Root probably takes his view 


from the fact that most people believe 
that a large portion of Mexico, at least 
the northern half, would be much bet- 
ter governed under the United States 
than if left under the control of Mexi- 
co. Senator Root while secretary of 
war and afterward as secretary of 
state had a great deal to do with man- 
aging new peoples that came under our 
flag.

PROFICIENT DAIRYMEN. 


One of the notable features of the 


work of the dairy 
department 
of 


Ohio State university is found in the 
fact that almost all the work in the 
university dairy is dene by students. 
Many of these students are not only 
interested in dairying but are par- 
tially dependent upon themselves to 
pay their way through school. Co- 
incident with this fact comes the in- 
teresting feature that the most suc- 
cessful dairymen to be turned out 
from tho university have been men 
who worked in the dairy while in 
school. All operations, from milking 
the cows, testing milk, pasturizing, 
bottling milk and churning to keep 
records, are done by students. The 
men who work their way through 
college no matter what their spe- 
cialty may be, are usually the most 
proficient when they take up real 
work at the close of their school 
career.
